Boston, Dec. 22. — The fishing 
schooner Manhassett arrived here 
with 10 of the survivors of the erewe 
of the schooners Frank A. Palmer 

and Louise B. Crary, which were in 
collision in Massachusetts bay. Sl.x 
men of both vessels were drowned 
aa a result of the collision; the bal- 
ance, IS, taking to one boat Three 
subsequently were insane and jumped 
overboard, two died from exposure 
and two went insane after getting 
ashore. Both cai'tains were saved. 

The Louise B. Crary waa a K-nmsted 
schooner and the Prank A. Palmer a 
^-masted schopner. They were both 
coal laden, bound for Boston. When 
the Manhassett was 45 miles off High- 
land light the lookout aightod a small 
boat with men who were maUng sig- 
nals of distress. The Manhassett 
changed her course and bore down on 
the little erafe, which proved to be 
the boat which had been launched 
from the Crary. 

Two of the men on the Manhassett 
are Captain W. H. Potter of the 
Louise n. Crary and Captain R. S. 
Bawling of the Frank A. Palmer. The 
other two men are sailors, both of 
whom are raving maniacs. The men 
taken to the hospital were not only 
In a critical condition physirally. I)ut 
they were In such a mental plight 
that nothing could be learned from 
them as to their experience. Little by 
little, however, the erew of the Man- 
hassett had learned something of the 
hardship of the shipwrecke(i men. It 
appears that the collision occurred at 
7:30 o'clock last Wednesday night 
some miles off Cape Ann. The night 
was clear, hut a stiff gain was blow- 
ing ami the sea was running high. 
Til' III. mbers of the Palmer's crew 
claimed that the Crary was on the 
wrong tack, and In attempting to 
cross the Palmer's bow, hit her on 
the bow. cutting her nose square off, 
and entangling botli vessels in the 
wreck. The anchor and bowsprit of 
the Palmer sank away from tae 
wreck, while the anchor of the Crary 
was tangled in the forerlgging of the 
Palmer and broke off the foremast. 
The vessels began to fill and sank in 
a ft'w minutes. 

The Palmer's men managed to low- 
er a boat. There was no time to pro- 
cure provisions or additional clothing. 
As the men cleared the wreck of their 
vessel they saw the men In the same 
plight as they had been, and maae 
room for as many as could reach the 
boat. Firfeen souls were In the small 
craft when it finally pulled away. l)olh 
captains being among those who thus 
escaped. A short time after the boat 
left both schooners went down. Six 
men perished when the vessels sank. 
For the survivors a battle which last- 
ed tliree days and four nighta had be- 
gun. One-third of the numl>er suc- 
cumbed in the fight, and of thoae who 
finally reached shore, none was able 
to realize what they had escaped.
